near at hand when no man ean be debarred |

from the right of suffrage, in any portion of
the Union, on account of race or color. The
negroes will therefore acquire all the politi-
cal priviloges now possessed by white mon in
tha North as well as the Bouth, and before the
[aw all men will stand free and egual,

While the nation is prepared to aocept this
conelusion as the logical result of a prolonged
aaitation, the social relations of the various
roces will continue to be bevond the reach of

ww, and to be subject only to the affinities
anud repulsions of individoals,

The old standard Democratic argument
apainst jnstice to the freedmoen was embodied
in the stereotyped question, *Do you want
vour daughter to marry a nigger ?" and the
changes were rung in a thousand ways on the
idea that political e juality was necessarily
accompanied by scuial equality, and a com-
plate removal of all barriers of every deserip-
tion between the men who were assoeciated
together onoe a year st nu election poll.

Nothing i8 plainer than that the enjoyment
of the right of suffrage by all white men has
not led to any such results, Though any
given body of men may cordially associate
together for a specifie political “purpose, they
to disagree on all other subjects,
and to be totally independent and untram-
mplled in their social, business, and religions

noree

affitiations, No white man presumes to marey |
another white man's daughter, or even to visit
his honse, for the reason that he votes the
same ticket or acts with the same party. Such
pretensions would be ridiculons. And nothing |
is more common than for social friends to be |
partisan antagonists, or for the men who et |
in harmony as co-religionists, or as members |
of a lodge or of a trades union, to differ
widely in their political action.

Notwithstanding the eclear distinctions bhe-
tween socinl and politieal equality, we regret
to notice that the efforts to confound them
are not exclusively confined tothe Democratic
party. From time to time sttempts are made
by ultra friends of the negro, or by ambitious
negroes, to bolster up the theory that colored
men gain a title to social privileges by virtue |
of their newly-scquired political rights.
Nothing conld be more preposterous. Every
white man must take his chances in the battle
of life without such aid, and .it is folly to
claim that recent legislation has placed the
negro on A better footing than his white
neighbor,

Thousands of white men are continnally
tabooed by circles into which they desire to
entor. They may be blackballed by a lodge,
denied admission into a church, or excluded
from o fashionable “‘set,” for good, bad, or
indifferent reasons, founded mainly on the
fact that somebody in the association with
which they wish to unite objects to their com-
panionship; but after this rejection they
would be stupid blockbeads to complain that
it infringes their rights as citizens and voters,

We expect and desire that the ballot will aid
the negroes to become more intelligent, more
industrious, and more useful men, It will
‘help them, as it has helped the masses of
white men, to resist insidions legislation di-
rocted against themselves, to promote the
education of their children, and to break
down artificial barriers to their advancement,
But their fate must depend, like that of all
other olnsses, mainly upon their own exer-
tions and their individual characters, And we
cannot but think that it wonld be better for
their race if those who are put forward as its
ornaments, on account of their superior intel-
fectual or professional aequirements, should
seek further distinetion rather in efforts to
improve the masses of the colored men than
in spasmodie struggles for recognition by as-
sociations of white men which do not
desire their companionship. The young
Douglass, who is a printer, might render
quite as good service in teaching young
colored lads to be printers as by his efforls
to become a member of a typographical asso-
ciation which is composed exclusively of
white men. The colored physicians of Wash-
ington who wished to join the medical asso-
cintion of that city could be as usefully em-
ployed in tenching the healing art to students
of their own race as in efforts to secure pro-
fessionnl recognition from the white dostors
who are indisposed to grant it. 'The preju.
dice against the colored race may be nngene-
rous and unjust, but its existence eanuot be
ignored; and it is as much beyond the reach
of law, 5o far as regards the voluntary asso-
ciations of mankind, as the antagonisms
which pervade different bodies of white men,

The colored men who earnestly, uprightly,
and akilfully prosecule useful avoeations,
rarely fail to command goneral respect and
substantial snecess, In a guiet aud vnosten-
tatious way, they do more to exert a favorable
influence upon publie opinion than dozens of
noisy agitators who place themselves in a false
position by seeking to force un entrance inte
organizations which donot wish, and cannot
be madeto, admit them. Even without the bal.
lot, & number of colored men in this city have
made themuelves raspectod, prosperous, and
rioh, by eareful attontion to business, Thou-
fands of others can also achiove success in life
by imitating thelr example.

COMMENOEMENT DAY.
Tun University of Pennsylvania holds its an.-
nual commenocement to-day, and in all parts of
the country the various colleges and univer-
gition are celobrating with appropriate oare-
monies the event which will send ont into
the world a new body of trained and educated
men to enter into the battle of life, and to
carry on the work of civiligation and pro-
gress. The increased activity that is being
displayed by the old colleges, and tho eutab-
lishment of new institutions, indionte that the
public mind is awakening to the importanoe
of the higher grades of educadion. Our pab-
lie schools have n field of nsefulness of thair
own, and their great value is fully appre-
ciated, but in addition to them we need ool
loges that, in the comprehensivenoss of their
course of studies and in the thoroughness of
their systems of training, will compare with
the best foreign institutions, For many
vears we hiave had a foew colleges inthe United
Btates that will rank with the firsk in the
world, but with the growth of our smpire
hins come the necessity for greater eduoational
facilitios of this kind, and the requirements
of modern, and partioularly of American life,
are suech that important modifications in the
time-honored routine have become essontial,
Char population containg no cluss with whom
onlture is pluced before utility; but as our
yonng men have (6 fight their own way in the
world and earn their own living, il is neces-
sary that they should not only obtain the
wental discipline of a thorough collage course
but also that practicsl knowledge which will
ennble them to tuke up the sctual work of life,
Most if not all of our colleges have recognized
the nocessities of the times, and they have
endeavored to meet thom.

The clussies have

not been ignored, and it is to be hoped that.,

they never will be, but the scientific branches
have received greater attention, and yonng
men are able to take the highest degrees who
prefer to devote their altention entirely to

| those subjects that will be of immediate prac-

tical use to them,

The University of Pennsylvania is an ins#i-
tution that is well worthy of the regard of the
citizens of Philadelphia, Our Central High
School fills an important position, bat its
work and that of the University are not iden-
tieal. That the University has not hitherto
taken ils proper position among the great col-
leges of the country is, in n great measure, its
own fanlt: but its deficiencies, whatever they

arve, cunnol be Inid upon the shoulders of its |
| No.ms ARCH

present managers, who are exerting thom-
selves to make it a oredit to the city and State.
The snceess of the University in the fnture
will depend, in a great measure, on the inte-
rest which the public at large feel in it; and
the intelligent citizens of Philadelphia should
show that they do feel an interest in it.

The diffieulty which arose in Conneils about
selling the University a portion of the Alms-
honge tracl was, doubtless, due in a great
measure to the fuct that the necessities of tha
institution and its importance were not fully
understood. In Europe the colleges and uni-
versities are almiost all of them subsidized by
government, independently of their private
endowments, and in this country the least
that can be done is for the public to deal libe-
rally with them, The rejection by Select
Council of the ordinance to sell a portion of
the Almshouse grounds for a moderats sum
to the University of Pennsylvania was the
oceasion of universal regret among the
friends of eduncation in this city, and it is to
be hoped that a further consideration of the
subject will induce the members to take a
more liberal view of it.

CAPE MAY.
AN amusing illustration of New York bluster
is given by the letter of & correspondent of
the New York Herald, writing from the fa-
vorite Philadelphia watering-place, Cape May.
After our citizens have bathed on its deli-
cions beach for years, after they have labored
energetically to establish a railway connec-
tion, and made large subscriptions to the
stock of the splendid new hotel, the Stockton
House, the Herald correspondent, amnzed at

the magnitude of the preparations
for a  splendid SEAROD, and at
the manifold evidences of Philadelphia
enterprise and energy, coolly claims for

Gotham the eredit of all that has been done,
and vouchsafes the wonderful information
thut New York enterprise has tuken charge of
the future of Cape May., He even intimates
that our citizens will be crowded out of its
attractive dowinions, With characteristic
forgetfulness or characteristic disregard for
the truth, he ignores the fact that Philadel-
phians, muinly, have made Cape May what it
is, and that they love it too well to abandon
it even on account of the oceasional ineursion
of New Yorkevs ns bombastic and ridienlons
as himself. Our citizens will be glad to
mingle at Cape May with any citizens of Man-
hattan who have not entively lost all their
senfes by overweening vanity and conceit;
and although the Gunnybags fanily and the
aristocracy founded on rvailvoad frands and
faro banks may be kept at a respectful dis-
tance, even their presence will not prevent
many thouwsands of Philadelphians from
making the present senson more prosperous
than any of its predecessors,

FAIRMOUNT PARK EXTENSION,

AN mnportant new portion of Fairmount Park
Was opened yesterday, and henceforth the
public will have an opportanity of enjoying
A new series of fine drives and magnificent
views. The Pwk Commission is doing its
work rapidly, skilfully, substantially, srtisti-
cally, and at the same time economically.
Those who participated in the excursion yos-
terdsy wore at ounce delighted and surprised
at the amount of work which has boeen done
the present season, and at the fine effects
produced, Passing over the Girard avenue
bridge to the west bank of the Bchuylkill, a
fine road about four miles long has been
constructed to the summit of George's Hill,
so arranged os to display to the best advan-
tage a snccession of beantiful landscapes.
Fine roads on either side of the river, one
bundred feet wide, are also about to be con-

wtructed, which will be conneoted by bridle
paths with the central rond. \

A striking feature of the gensral plan is
that while on all thoso rides and drives the
harizon will be bounded in every dirsction by
some portion of the park possessions, from
the summit of George's Hill a aplendid view
of the wholoe city, with the waters of the
Delaware gleaming in the distance, can he
gained.

Henceforth the availuble portions of the
park will no longer be confined to the eastern
bank of the Hehuylkill. The new extonsion
will nt once becomo a favorito resort for tons
of thousands, and as the improvemoents now
in progresa are perfected, attraotion after
attraction and charm after charm will be
addod to the scene, until Philadelphia obtains
the finest park in existence, and the most
suporb reenic combination of art and nature
in the world.

It was fitting that this formal opening of a
grost popular resort should be accompauisd
by & graceful tribute to the donor of the valn.
able estate which constitutes its orowning
glory, and Eli K. Prica was appropriately
seleoted to present to Jesse Goorge a snperbly
bound volume contuining the official record of
his generous donation. The Philadelphia of the
present, ag woll as the Philadelplia of the
future, will re.echo the blessings uttered by
Mr. Price, und hope, with Mr, GGeorge, that
the good work of completing the park may be
hastenod forward, and that it may be forever
used to promote the health and enjoyment of
the whole population of this great eity.
